Dr. Milton H. Fos- 
ter^ a< set 1 1 > meet the yo jng Car- 
man physician on his arrival here to- 
day aboard the steamship Kron 
Prinsessin Cecilie. 

At the request of the governor- 
•urgeon. Dr. Fredmann. after half 
an hour'a conference aboard the 
■teamer «<n the trip from Quaran- 
tine, consented to turn over a quant 
Ity of hi* bnctlli to be te?ted by the 
government and to demonstrate the 
officii n:y of his cure before phy- 
sicians of h ■ hospital service. He 
agreed to meet a laboratory expert 
of the government in this city Thurs- 
day to arrange for a demonstration 
•which will be tried on tuberculosis 
patient?.

The career of Hansford D. Buck- 
nam from the time he first shipped 
before the mast as a cabin boy on the 
Great Lakes until he was commis- 
sioned several years ago with the full 
rank of an admiral In the Turkish 
navy, reads like a chapter from fic- 
tion. He Is the first Christian ever 
placed In actual command of a Mo- 
hammedan fleet. Even Hobart Paaha. 
the Rrltlah admiral of the Crimean 
war, failed to gain this distinction. 

Rucknam Pasha gained his present 
rank by his work In reorganizing the 
Turkish navy under Abdul Hamld. 
He was a rear admiral whea Abdul 
Hamld was deposed, but the new re- 
gime confirmed his rank and later 
elevated him to his present position, 
f Rucknam was borr^ In Nova Scotia, 
but his parents moved, to Maine When 
he was very young. His experiences 
on the Great Lakes began when he 
wan fourteen years old. and two years 



later he sailed from New York aa 
quartermaster on a schooner bojnd 
for the Pacific, While the schooner 
was In Manila the captain and mates 
died from the cholera. Rucknam was 
the only man aboard who had studied 
navigation He appeared before a 
apodal board to be examined for a 
master's certlflcats. 

Hurknam waa In command of a 
steamship that sailed from Tampleo 
for New York In the early Ws The 
veaael, which was laden with silver 
and hemp, struck a sunken wreck 
when twenty four hours out of Tam- 
pleo and the propeller waa complete- 
ly demolished. The mate and three 
men managed to reach the shore In 
an open boat and cabled for help. In 
the meantime the veaesl had drifted 
at the will of the winds and waves 
and a rescuing tug had to spend three 
weeks locating It. 

Although the ship was badly dam- 
aged. Rucknam balked at the cost of 
having hor drydocked at Key West 
and he undertook the hazardous task 
of bringing her to New \ork In her 
disabled condition. First, he shifted 
all the cargo to the forward compart- 
ments to settle her by the head 
When this failed to bring the stern 
high enough In the air so that the 
propeller could be reached he hitched 
a small schooner laden with stone 
ballast to the stem. This maneuver 
raised the stern so high that Ruck- 
nam was able to attach a makeshift 
propeller. It was the first occasion 
In nautical history where a master 
had put a propeller on a ship without 
drydocklng her. He brought the 
steamship to New York. The spec- 
tacular feat gained the young skipper 
great commendation.

South African Natives Show Real In- 
genuity In Their Treatment of 
This Important Food. 

South Africa natives along the 
Orange river have a way of produc- 
ing "milk," which, primitive as it 
is, vies in Ingenuity with the method 
of those who believe in the synthetic 
production of what the journalist, 
hard up for a synonym, has been 
known to call "the lacteal fluid." 
After cutting the top from a cocoa- 
nut; the native places the nnt over 
hot ashes, so that .the warmth may 
cause the fat and '♦butter" contained 
in the husk to be absorbed by the 
milk. This changes the milk qual- 
ity and gives it a palstable taste. In 
order to deal with several nuts at a 
time, the natives construct rough 
"holders" from old iron hoops. The 
ashes are placed under the grating 
and the nuts set in it. Obviously 
there must be no actual fire beneath 
the nuts, or they would be burned 
away and the milk be lost.
